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Non-Essential Spending Goes Happily On 
Laff-A-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 


Congress long ago set up a bipartisan com­ 
mittee, headed by 
Sen. Harry F. Byrd of 
Virginia, having for its purpose the reduc­ 
tion of nonessential spending by the federal 
government 
The committee has been 
la­ 
boring diligently to save every dollar not 
reeded for 
national defense, 
but it gets 
little backing. 


The committee issued a report covering 
investigations into nonessential spending, a 
report which is anything but reassuring to 
the American taxpayer. 


Five emergency agencies set up since Tru­ 
man ordered intervention in Korea already 
have spent $250,000 for the most expensive 
type of furniture and equipment. The Econ­ 
omic Stabilization Agency spent $15,000 for 
easy chairs and $7,000 for davenports. The 
five agencies, still in their 
infancy, had 2- 
289 employes in January. Today they have 
more than 100,000 persons on the payroll. 


The unfortunate part of this situation is 
that nothing will be done about it. even in 
the face of this damaging report by the com­ 
mittee. The administration, which continues 
to talk about the need of an armed force of 
4.000.000 men, has more than 2.400.000 on the 
civilian payroll. 
After the emergency is over, this plush 
equipment 
which is being bought 
at an 
amazing rate will be declared surplus, sold 
for a song to promoters, and perhaps sold 
back to the government when it is again 
needed. 


appropriate fiscal measures relating to the 


interest rate, the Federal Reserve policies of 


credit control, and the support of the bond 


market. Since inflation results primarily 


from the increased spending made possible 
by the 
sharp advance 
in the supply of 


money, it is most important to apply con­ 


trols at this point . . . Other important ap­ 


proaches to the inflationary problem lie in 


the reduction in the non-defense expendi- 
, lures of government at the national, state 
and local levels, and also in the elimina­ 
tion of unnecessary and duplicate govern­ 
ment purchases.” 


Everyone has been blamed for inflation— 
manufacturers, 
retailers, labor, 
farmers, 
consumers. And this business of passing the 
buck to the other fellow 
still obscures the 


fact th at government extravagance, and un­ 
sound government credit and fiscal policies, 
made inflation inevitable and still feed its 
fires It is true that some corrective steps 
have recently 
been taken. 
But they have 
been too limited in scope to do 
any great 
amount of good. Government waste contin­ 
ues, and the money supply is still being en­ 
larged. 


The government's solution 
for inflation, 
which is price control, is a phony. It simply 
does not touch the roots of the problem. It 
deals with symptoms, not the disease. 


Phony Remedy 
Some months ago an association of retail­ 
ors which ha; a membership of about 7.000 
stores of various kinds and sizes, scattered 
throughout this country and Canada, issued 
a statement on inflation which was widely 
publicized 
at the time. Part of that state­ 
ment is well worth reprinting now. Here is 
what it said; “We . . . believe it most im­ 
portant that the federal government should 
deal with the problem of money supply bv
